The Common- 
wealth Electric company employés, and 
other persons who saw the accident, tell a 
different story, however. Both Clements and 
Foreman Sees, who were watching from the 
windows, say the crossing was blocked by a 
freight train, which had stopped. and that 
the two women evidently saw the south- 
bound freight approaching, but not the pas- 
senger, and started to run across, fearing 
they would be detained too long. Clements 
and Sees both heard the warning whistle, but 
were not in a position to say whether the 
gates were down or the other warnings 
given. Other eye-witnesses corroborate the 
story of the policeman and Towerman Weav- 
er as to the warnings. |

Wyoming Valley Closed Up. 

Wilkesbarre, Pa., Sept. 17.—Every mine in 
the Wyoming Valley. with the exception of 
one, was closed today by the miners’ strike. 
The exception was the colliery operated by 
the West End Coal company at Mocanaqua. 
The men there refused to go out, saying 
they were satisfied with the present condi- 
tion of things. The total number of men 
idle in this valley is a little over 22,000. 

When the whistles blew this morning for 
the commencement of work there were few 
ih sight. The pump men and fan runners 
were on hand to go to their posts, but min- 
ers and laborers were conspicuous for their 
absence. Some distance from the collieries 
Watchers were stationed. They were there 
to see if any of the miners intended to go to 
work. When they found that the men re- 
Mained away they returned to United\Mine

All 
but two collieries of the Pennsylvania Coal 
company, according to the report received 
by William V. 8.

| SWEARS HOWARD TOLD HIM 


HE WAS THE ONE WHO SHOT 
GOVERNOR WM. GOEBEL. 


Deputy Sheriff J. W. Stubblefield Makes 
Oath That Present Defendant in the 
Celebrated Murder Case Stated He 
Had Fired the Fatal Bullet. 


Frankfort, Ky., Sept. 17.—[Special.)— 
James W. Stubblefield, a Deputy Sheriff of 
Clay County, swore positively this after- 
noon that James Howard, the Clay County 
feud leader, had told him that he had killed 
Senator William Goebel, at Howard's house. 
The men were intimate friends. Other sen- 
sational testimony was offered at Howard's 
trial today. It is proceeding so rapidly that 
the commonwealth hopes to rest tomorrow, 
— * Howard will attempt to prove an 


During the day testimony was offered to 
show that Howard was in the executive 
building just at the moment of the assassina- 
tion and not at a hotel, as he claims. War- 
den Lillard’ of the State penitentiary saw 
him come out from the western entrance. 
Bowman Gaines, a livery stable keeper of 
Frankfort, also identified Howard as the 
man whom he saw directly after the shots 
were fired run down from the Executive 
building and scale a low wall. Assistant 
Secretary of State Tandy also saw the man 
run out, but did not recognize him. 

John L. Jones, one of the Knox County 
soldiers brought to nkfort in citizens’ 
clothes, whose niece Howard married, said: 
Howard came up to me in the rear of 
the State grounds where I was assisting 
in the preparation of breakfast. He slapped 
me on the back on coming up, and, when 
I remarked that 1 understood that Goebel 
was not hurt, he remarked: He 16.

No Solemn Engagement Made. 


He argues that despite all protestations of 


unselſishness and ulterior views, it does not 


appear that any solemn 
—— engagement has 
The integrity of Belgium, maintained 
through the jealousy of France, Germany, 
and England, he cites as a feasible plan to be 
applied in China, for he declares: 
“Tt is not more impossible to draw up a 
solemn document by which the eight powers 


now intervening in China, while guarding 


the concessions previously obtained by them 
as territories on lease or otherwise under 
their protection, should pledge themselves 
against any selfish purpose than it was to 
guarantee to Belgium neutrality.“ 


Might Be for Short Time. 
Such an engagement, he contends, might, 


in order to provide for changed conditions, 
de limited to thirty, forty, or fifty years, 


— 


but in the meanwhile China would feel safe 


from any partition or gradual invasion, and 
the civilized powers might take the requisite 
measures for remodeling her internal condi- 
tion, harmonizing it with Western civiliza- 
tion, and admitting her within the circle of 
the civilized world. ; 

Once such an agreement by the powers was 
signed and all put on a thorough under- 
standing, De Blowitz thinks: Then it 


would be seen that no power would hesitate 


to acknowledge the deposition of the Dow- 
ager Empress as the first essential, and that 
the exemplary punishment of those who bar- 
barously defied civilization is a necessity 


_ which thé powers cannot shirk without ap- 


pearing to be submitting to savagery.“ 
China May Go Unpunished. 


He sums up his argument thus: The 
powers are exposed to disastrous conflicts, 
and the Chinése, by their duplicity, may es- 
cape retribution, unless the fear that any 
of the powers are seeking peculiar advan- 
tages is promptly eradicated by a reassuring 
engagement whereby the powers become al- 
lies instead of actually or poténtially being 
rivals who are exploiting Chinese crimes for 
their own selfish ends.“ 


Says Russia Means No Offense. 

The Times correspondent at St. Petersburg 
takes a less gloomy view of the situation, 
Bspecially as regards Russia's finger in the 
ple.

LONDON, Sept. 18, 3 a. m.—England is on 
the verge of a general election. Queen Vic- 
toria yesterday gave her consent to the dis- 
solution of Parliament on Sept. 25. The Boer 
war, it is now considered, has reached a 
successful end and the present government 
an indorsement. 

Writs for the election of the new Parlia- 
ment will be issued on the day of dissolution. 
The new Parliament will thereby be com- 
manded to assemble on Nov. 1. Pollings are 
to begin on Oct. 1 and are expected to last 
about sixteen days. 

The dissolving House is composed of 309 
Ministeralists and 271 opposition, giving the 
government a majority of 128. The gov- 
ernment majority after the last general 
“election was 152, the differences being due 
to the changes which have taken place in the 

interim. 

The Conservatives confidently expect even 
a greater majority in the coming election, 
though to do so much it must necessarily 
pledge itself to reform the War and Post- 
office departments, against both of which 
there is a widespread disapproval. 


Object to Lord Lansdowne. 


If Lord Lansdowne is retained everybody 
will be surprised, though through his wealth 
and social position he may retain office in 
spite of public disapproval of his conduct 
of the War office.

George 8. Forbes committed suicide to es- 
cape the disgrace of being connected with 
the embezzlement of more than $20,000 from 
the Union National Bank prior to its con- 
solidation with the First National Bank. In 
a letter to the bank officials he placed the 
blame upon William B. Dunton, a bosom 
friend, and an old employé of the bank. 

Dunton fled from the city on Sept..1, de- 
serting his wife and child. Discovery of his 
disappearance and the fact that an investi- 
gation of his aecounts had been instituted 
because of an inquiry regarding her husband 
by Mrs. Dunton were the immediate causes 
for Forbes’ act. 

Dunton lived at 3706 Lake avenue. He was 
extravagant in his habits, a driver of fast 
horses, a member of the Chicago Yacht club, 
and part owner of the yacht May B. Thess 
things caused remarks. among his friends 
regarding his high lHving, but his ability to 
keep up the pace was explained by him as 
due to an inheritance by his wife, which 
enabled them to gator all the luxuries they 
cared to indulge in. 


Forbes Also Extravagant. 


Wille friends of Forbes insist that he suf- 
fered through his goodness of heart and be- 
cause he trusted Dunton, it is known that he 
spent large gums of money himself during 
the last six months. Some of his associates 
Were wealthy young men, who could afford 
to dispose of theif money as they saw fit. 

Forbes did not explain in letter to the 
bank how the shortage had béen caused, and 
experts are engaged in trying to untangle 
the methods of the two employés. Dunton 
was assistant chief clerk of the Unfon Na- 
tional Bank and acting chief clerk for three 
weeks preceding the consolidation. During 
the same period Forbes was transferred to 
the position of paying teller from that of re- 


ton gave him access to all the books, and 
Forbes could dispose of whatever sums of 
money Dunton saw fit to demand or request. 
As be was a friend of Forbes, he had no 
difficulty in securing whatever sums were 
8 it is said, believing him to 
ea a able to repa 
amounts he took. 


Time Was Well 


The attention given to the me oft

with the bank for fourteen years to do as 
they wished. No suspicion was aroused until 
replies to the First National Bank received 
from outside — — regarding their 
accounts indicat ‘discrepancies. Later, 
when Mrs. Dunton inquired for her husband, 
a systematic exdmination of the books was 

n and a shortage was discovered. , 

The two banks must not be confused, 
said Da vid R. Forgan, President of the Union | 
National Bank, the First National Bank 
has nothing to do with this shortage. We 
checked up the accounts of Mr. Forbes this 
morning and found that everything was ab- 
solutely correct since he had come to the 
First National Bank.” 


Dunton’s False Entries. 


Mr. Forgan also authorized the following 
statement: 

“When the accounts of the Union Na- 
tional Bank were assumed by the First Na- 
- tional Bank, the latter ingtitution sent state- 
ments to each correspondent and customer 
showing the balances assumed by it and ask- 
Ing confirmation of the same. Nearly all 
the accounts have been confirmed as cor- 
rect, but a few have been found to have 
been tampered with. These have been thor- 
oughly investigated and reveal an embezzie- 
ment of a little over $20,000. 

The false entries are all in thé handwrit- 
ing of W. B. Dunton, who was not brought 
over to the First National Bank, and who 
has since disappeared. Dunton had no ac- 
cess to the cash and it was evident to, us 
that he must have had an accomplice. 

„Mr. Forbes’ letter admits the facts that 
he was the channel through which the other 
man got the money, but claims that he him- 
self had no share in the spoils and was sim- 
ply the cat’s-paw of the other man.’ 


Dunton Still Missing. 


Inquiry at the home of Mr. Dunton failed 
to elicit any information regarding his 
whereabouts. His niece came to the door 
and said Mrs, Dunton was ill and ugable to 
see uny one. She added that Mr. Duriton left 
the city some time ago, but that they did not 
know where he had gone. 

Alexander Forbes, father of the suicide, 
declined to say what the letters left by his 
son contained. He and his wife were almost 
prostrated by the act of their son, whom 
they always had considered to be above re- 
proach. Mr. Forbes said he believed the 
statement of his son that he was honest and 
guiltless of evil in letting Dunton take the 
money. The family is one of the best known 
in the southern part of the city. Alexander 
Forbes was at one time editor of the Cleve- 
land Leader. When the war broke out he 
went South as correspondent for the New 
York Sun. Afterwards he was superinten- 
dent of the Cleveland schools. 

The jury summoned by the Coroner to in- 
quire the cause for the death of young 
Forbes returned a verdict yesterday after- 
noon that his act was due to temporary in- 
sanity oceasioned by mental worry. The 
body will be transferred today to the home 
of the parents, 197 East Forty-seventh street, 7 
whence the funeral will take place tomorrow 
morning at l 10:30 o’clock. It will be private.

Chi- 
Cago’s assessment, as fixed by the State 
Board of Review two years ago, was 38240, 
000,000, and it is believed that body will not 
materially change these figures and that the 
assessment of the Board of Review will be 
allowed to stand. The 2 per cent on this 
figure which the City of Chicago is entitled 
to for its own use would bring in $5,000,000 
in round numbers 

The most important action of the board, 
outside of confirming the old assessment of 
the People’s Gaslight and Coke company, 
was to increase the assessment of the Pull- 
‘man company by $1,500,000 and that of the 
Alton road from $21,674 to $1,250,000. 

After the board had completed its day’s 
work President Upham said: 

This winds up the work of the board for 
the year. There will be no rehearings and 
the only thing left to do is for the clerical 
force to close up the books and turn them 
over to the County Clerk.

that in the first six months of 1900 the im- 
ports of wool into Germany declined 20 per 
cent in quantity and 45 per cent in value, as 
compared with the corresponding period of 
1899. The loss in business is slightly. miti- 
gated by the receipt at various Saxon tex- 
tile factories of large orders for undercloth- 
ing for German soldiers destined to China. 

The Chinese imbroglio is charged with 
but little share in the causes of the German 
industrial depression. German textile ex- 
ports to the Orient have been too small for 
their utter extinction to account in any 
marked degree for the present contraction 
of business. The cause generally is assigned 
to the universally discouraging state of the 
textile markets, due mainly to overproduc- 
tion during the prosperous season of 1800.

Asa 
whole, however, the textile business of the.

Chinese wars and overproduction. But it is 
admitted that the situation must be worse 
before it equals that of some other Euro- 
pean countries. 

Last year was a remarkably prosperous 
season fer the Austrian textile industries. 
Previously dull times had closed some fac- 
tories, leaving to the survivors a larger 
volume of business than usual. The pros- 
perity of 1899 caused new factories te be 
projected, but so far they have not served, 
by dividing orders in this duller year, to af- 
fect disastrously the older concerns. Prices 
of all kinds of Austrian textile products have 
been increased during the last year, and 
though a part of this increase has gone to 


pay the enhanced cost of raw material, on 
the whole the manufacturers have been much 
strengthened by the higher prices of their 
products.

Trade Wrecked — in increasing

“In view of the present critical situation 
of the fron trade, caused by the collapse of 
demand on the one hand and the great rise 
on the other in the cost of labor and fuel, it 
cannot be said that the conference held in 
Birmingham yesterday by the consultative 
council of the National Federation of Iron 
Masters was convened too soon. 

For nearly two years past the trade has 
enjoyed an unwonted measure of prosperity, 
and both in the home and export depart- 
ments consumptive demand, in spite of grad- 
ually advancing prices, has been large and 
increasing; but during the last two or three 
months there have been unmistakable signs 
that the boom is practically exhausted for 
the present, and the last advance, apparent- 
ly, has been the proverbial feather that 
breaks the camel's back. 

“For the month of July our exports 
amounted only to 267,143 tons, against 370. 
014 tons for July, 1899, and 281,194 tons in 
1898. For the first time in many: months, 
moreover, there is a reduction of values, 
which have been, for the same month, $12,- 
449,071.51, as compared with $12,805,284.21 in 
1899. 


“ All the symptoms, we may add, point to 
further and greater reductions under both 
heads for the month which is now drawing 
to a close, although there is abundant evi- 
dence of large consumptive requirements in 
all parts of the world. 

“The obvious explanation of the matter 
is that prices have advanced too rapidly, 
and consumers flatly refuse to pay them—at 
all events, until they are convinced of their 
probable stability. American competition, 
moreover, is a serious’ factor to be reckoned 
with, though Sir Benjamin Hingley is evi- 
dently of opinion that it is overrated; and 
if the importation of American iron, or 
rather mild steel, continues to increase at

President McKinley Directs 
Commission to Report 
Rights of Natives. 


INSTRUCTIONS ARE PLAIN 


‘Filipinos and Their Interests 
Are to Be Chief Cousidera- 
tion at All Times.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 17.—[Special.)— | 
The partisan critics who are imputing im- 
lajiem to the administration will find lit- 
tie comfort in reading the instructions of 
President McKinley to the Philippine com- 
mission, which are now made public. His 
direction to this commission to inaugurate 
popular forms of government in the archi- 
_pelago discloses no spirit of empire or 
tyranny. 

According to the President's express in- 
structions, this commission shall establish 
a system of secure and efficient civil gov- 
ernment, including regulations for the rais- 

ing of revenue, appropriating and expending 
public funds, organizing: and establishing 

-gourts of law, establishing an educational 
system, and organizing and establishing 
municipal and departmental governments. 

The central idea is to establish a govern- 
ment for the “ happiness, peace, and pros- 
perity of the people of the Philippine Is- 
lands. The great principles which have 
been made the basis of our governmental 
system are to be respected and the Phil- 
ippines given a government that will insure 
to them a condition of liberty and safety 
tuch as they have never enjoyed hitherto. 


Must Protect the Filipinos. 


President McKinley lays especial stress on 
- the necessity of making laws and establish- 
ing a system of government that will pre- 
vent any person being deprived of life, lib- 
erty, or property without due process of law; 
that will award proper compensation for 
private property taken for public use; in- 
sure speedy and public trials in criminal 
cases and allow the accused witnesses and 
caunsel; no unusual or cruel punishment 
shall be inflicted, nor excessive fines be im- 
posed nor excessive bail required. In fact, 
the President insists that all the rights en- 
joyed by citizens of the United States in 
courts of law shall be observed in the new 
government of the Philippines. He is explicit 
and careful in all his directions and the work 
of the commission is so clearly defined that 
no difficulty will be encountered in formulat- 
ing a governmental system that will carry 
eut the pledge of the United States made in 
the articles of capitulation in the City of 
Manila on the 13th of August, 1808. 


Instructions as Transmitted. 


The text of the President's instructions 
follow: 

“In the message transmitted to the con- 
gress on the Sth of December, 1899, I said, 
speaking of the Philippine Islands: As long 
as the insurrection continues the military 
arm must necessarily be supreme. But there 
is no reason why steps should not be taken 

from time to time to inaugurate governments 

essentially popular in their form as fast as 
territory is held and controlled by our troops. 

To this end I am considering the advisabil- 

ity of the return of the commission, or such 
of the members thereof as can be secured, 

to aid the existing authorities and facilitaie 
this work throughout the islands.“ 
“To give effect to the intention thus ex- 
pressed I have appointed the Hon. William 
H. Taft ot Ohio. Professor Dean C. Worcester 
ef Michigan, the Hon. Luke I. Wright of 
Tenhessee, the Hon. Henry C. Ide of Ver- 
mont, and Professor Bernard Moses of Cali- 
fornia commissioners to the Philippine Is- 
- lands to continue and perfect the work of or- 
ganizing and establishing civir government 
already commenced by the military authori- 
ties, subject in all réspects to any laws which 

Congress may hereafter enact. 

“The commissioners named will meet and 
act as a board and the Hon. William H. Taft. 
is designated as President of the board. It 
jg probable that the transfer of authority 
from military commanders to civil officers 
will be gradual and will occupy a considera- 
ble period. Its successful accomplishment 
and the maintenance of peace and order in 
the meantime will require the most perfect 
‘cotjperation between the civil and military 
authorities in the island, and both should be 
directed during the transition period by the 
game executive department. The commis- 
on will therefore report to the Secretary of 
War, and all their action will be subject to 
your approval and control. 


Headquarters in Manila. 

“You will instruct the commission to pro- 
ceed to the City of Manila, where they will 
make their principal office, and to communi- 
cate with the Military Governor of the Phil- 
ippine Islands, whom you will at the same 
time direct to render to them every assist- 
ance within his power in the performance 
of their duties. 

Without hampering them by too ific 
instructions, they should in general en- 
joined. after making themselves familiar 
with the conditions and needs of the coufitry, 
to devote their attention in the first instance 
to the establishment of municipal govern- 
ments, in which the natives of the islands, 
both in the cities and in the rural communi- 
ties, shall be afforded the opportunity to 
Manage their own local affairs to the fullest 
extent of which they are capable, and sub- 
ject to the least degree of supervision and 
tontrol which a careful study of their ca- 
pacities and observation of the workings 
of native control show to be consistent with 
the maintenance of law, order, and loyalty. | 

“The next subject in order of importance 
Should be the organization of government 
in the larger administrative divisions, corre- 
Sonding to counties, departments, or prov- 
inces, in which the common interests of 
Many or several municipalities falling with- 
in the same tribal lines, or the same natural 
Se0graphical limits, may be best subserved 
by a common administration. Whenever 
the commission is of the opinion that the 
condition of affairs in the islands is such 
that the central administration may safely

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IdR MORRISON, SALISBURY’S CRITIC IN CHINA. 


Dr. George Ernest Morrison, the Lon- 


don Times’ correspondent in Pekin, who 
is stirring up England with his dispatches 
pointing out Great Britain’s third rate 
2323 at Pekin and criticising Lord 
lisbury's policy, has had a remarkable 
career. Born in Geelong, Victoria, Aus- 
tralia, in February. 1862, he received his 
first education in Melbourne, later enter- 
ing Edinburg University, where he was 
arm the degrees of M. D. and C. M. 
rom boyhood he has been fond of travel 
and adventure. When barely twenty he 
crossed Australia on foot from the Guli 
of Carpentaria to Melbourne. This was 
— the winter and after he had just 
completed his preliminary education 
the schools of Melbourne. In 1883 he went 
to New Guinea, and while exploring 
among parts hitherto untrammeled by 
white man was speared and dangerously 
wounded by the natives. From October, 
1883, until July, 1884, he carried the spear 
head in his body, finally going to Edin- 
burg to have it extracted by the surgical 


experts of the famous Scotch University. . 


He soon recovered from the effects of 
the operation and entered the university 
as a medical student. He was graduated 
in 1887. The following year he crossed 
from Shanghai to Rangoon by land, and 
began the study of the far East, on which 
he is now a recognized authority.

He began his newspaper work under 
the Times, being sent as a special corre- 
spondent on a trip from Bangkok, Siam, to 
— City, in China, and round Ton- 
quin. This was in 1896. In 1897 he crossed 
Manchuria from Stretensk, in Siberia, to 
Vladivostok. Aside from his many valu- 
able contributions to the Times, Dr. Mor- 
rison has written an intensely interesting 
book—*‘ An Australian in China, Being a 
Narrative of a Quick Journey Across 
China to Burmah.” This was published 
in 

Dr. Morrison was among the Europeans 
to take refuge in the British Legation at 
Pekin during the sie He fought side 
by side with the soldiers in the trenches 
and was severely wounded. Notwithstand- 
ing his injuries * wrote several important 
dispatches to the Times and was the first 
correspondent to tell of the Chinese 
treachery.

Rules in Immediate Effect. 


„All legislative rules and orders, estab- 
lishments of government, and appointments 
to office by the commission will take effect 
immediately, or at such times as they shall 
designate, subject to your approval and 
actfon upon the coming in of the commis- 
sion’s reports, which are to be made from 
time to time as their actionistaken. Wher- 
ever civil governments are constituted un- 
der the direction of the commission, such 
military posts, garrisons, and forces will 
be continued for the. suppression of insur- 
rection and brigandage, and the mainte- 
nance of law and order, as the military com- 
mander shall deem requisite, and the mili- 
tary forces shall be at all times subject 
under his orders to the call of the civil au- 
thorities for the maintenance of law and 


order and the enforcement of their author- 


ity. 
. In the establishment of municipal gov- 
ernments the commission will take as the 
basis of their work the governments estab- 
lished by the Military Governor under his 
order of Aug. 8, 1890, and under the report 
ef the board constituted by the Military 
Governor by his order of Jan. 29, 1900, te 
formulate and report a plan of municipal 
government, of which his Honor Cayetano

chairman, and they will give to the con- 
clusions of that board the weight and con- 
sideration which the high character and 
distinguished abilities of its members jus- 
tify. 

Must Observe Native Customs. 

“In the constitution of departmental or 
provincial governments they will give espe- 
cial attention to the existing government of 
the Island of Negros, constituted, with the 
approval of the people of that island, under 
the order of the Military Governor of July 
22, 1809, and, after verifying, so far as may 
be practicable, the reports of the successful 
working of that government, they will be 
guided by the experience thus acquired, so 
far as it may be applicable to the condition 
existing in other portions of the Philippines. 
They will ‘avail themselves to the fullest 
degree practicable of the conclusions reached 
by the previous commission to the Philip- 


pines. 

“In the distribution of powers among the 
governments organised by the commission, 
the presumption is aiways to be in favor of 
the smaller subdivision, so tnat ell the pow- 
ers which can properly be exercised by the 
municipal government shall be vested in 
that government, and all the powers of a 
more general character which can be exer- 
cised by the departmental government shall 
be vested in that government, and so that 
in the governmental system, which is the 
result of that process, the central govern- 
ment of the islands, following the example 
of the distribution of the powers between the 
States and the national government of the 
United States, shall have no direct admin- 
istration except of matters of purely general 
concern, and shall have only such super- 
vision and control over local governments 
as may be necessary to secure and enforce 
faithful and efficient administration by local 


officers. 
Native Officers to Be Preferred. 


The many different degrees of civilization 
and varieties of custom and capacity among 
the people of the different islands preclude 
definite instruction as to the part which the 
people shall take in the selection of their own 
officers; but these general rules are to be ob- 
served: That in all cases the municipal offi- 
cers, who administer the local affairs of the 
people, are to be selected by the people, and 
that wherever officers of more extended juris- 
diction are to be selected in any way, natives 
of the islands are to be preferred, and if they 
can be found competent and willing to per- 
form the duties they are to receive the offices 
in preference to any others. 

“It will be necessary to fill some offices 
for the present with Americans, which after 


Pa time may well be filled by natives of the 


islands. As soon as practicable a system 
for ascertaining the merit and fitness of 
candidates for civil office should be put in 
force. An indispensable tion for all 
positions of trust and authority 
must be and uncondi-

from that standard must at all times be re- 
tained in the hands of the central authority 
of the islands. 

In all the forms of government and ad- 
ministrative provisions which they are au- 
thorized to prescribe, the commission should 
bear in mind that the government which they 
are establishing is designed not for our satis- 
faction or for the expression of our theoret- 
ical views, but for the happiness. peace, and 
prosperity of the people of the Philippine 
Islands, and the measures adopted should 
be made to conform to their customs, their 
habits, and even their prejudices, to the 
fullest extent consistent with the accom- 
plishment of the indispensable requisites of 
just and effective government. 

At the same time the commission should 
bear in mind; and the people of the islands 
should be made plainly to understand, that 
there are certain great principles 6f govern- 
ment which have been made the basis of 
our governmental system which we deem 
essential to the rule of law and the main- 
tenance of individual freedom, and of which 
they have, unfortunately, been denied the 
experience possessed by us; that there are 
also certain practical rules of government 
which we have found to be essential to the 
preservation of these great principles of 
liberty and law, and that these principles 
and these rules of government must be estab- 
lished and maintained in their islands for the 
sake of their liberty and happiness, however 
much they may conflict with the customs or 
laws of procedure with which they are 
familiar. 


Code of General Rules. 


“It is evident that the most enlightened 
thought of the Philippine Islands fully ap- 
preciates the importance of these princi- 
ples and rules, and they will inevitably with- 
in a stort time command universal assent. 
Upon every division and branch of the gov- 
ernment of the Philippines; therefore, must 
be imposed These inviolable rules: 

That no person shall be deprived of life, 
liberty, or property without due process of 
law; that private property shall not be 
taken for public use without just compensa- 
tion; that in all criminal prosecutions the 
accused shall enjoy the right to a speedy 
and public trial, to be informed of the nature 
and cause of the accusation, to be confronted 
with the witnesses against him, to have 
compulsory process for obtaining witnesses 
in his favor, and to have the assistance of 
counsel for his defense; that excessive beil 
shall not be required, nor excessive fines 
imposed, nor cruel and unusual punishment 
inflicted; that no person shall be put twice 
in jeopardy for the same offense, or be com- 
pelled in any criminal case to be a witness 
against himself; that the right to be secure 
against unreasonable searches and seizures 
shall not be violated; that neither slavery 
nor involuntary servitude shall exist except 


‘as a punishment for crime; that no bill of 


attainder or ex-post-facto law shall be 
passed; that no law shall be passed abridg- 
ing the freedom of speech or of the press, or 
the rights of the people to peaceably as- 
semble and petition the government for a 


} vedress of grievances; that no law shall be 
made respecting an establishment of religion 


or prohibiting the free exercise thereof, and 
that the free exercise and enjoyment of 
religious profession and worship without dis- 
crimination or preference shall forever be 
allowed. 


Land Titles Need Adjusting. | 

It will be the duty of the commission to 
make a thorough investigation into the titles 
to the lafge tracts of land held or claimed by 
individuals or by religious orders; into the 
justice of the claims and complaints niade 
against such landholders by the people of 


the island or any part of the people, and to 


seek by wise and peaceable measures a just 
settlement of the controversies and redress 
of wrongs which have caused strife and 
bloodshed in the past. In the performance 
of this duty the commission is enjoined to 
see that no injustice is done; to have regard 
for substantial rights and equity, disregard- 
ing technicalities so far as substantial right 
permits, and to observe the following rules: 

That the provision of the treaty of Paris, 
pledging the United States to the protection 
of all rights of property in the islands, and as 
well the principle of our own government 
which prohibits the taking of private prop- 
erty without due process of law, shall not be 
violated; that the welfare of the people of 
the islands, which should be a paramount con- 
sideration, shall be attained consistently 
with this rule of property right; that if it 
become necessary for the public interest of 


the people of the islands to dispose of claims 


to property which the commission finds to 
be not lawfully acquired and held, disposition 
shall be made thereof by due legal procedure, 
in which there shall be full opportunity for 
fair and impartial hearing and judgment;

Education to Be Advanced. 

“It will be the duty of the commission 
to promote and extend, and as it finds oc- 
casion, to improve the system of education 
al maugura by the military author 
ities. In doing it should regard as 
of first rtance the extension of a sys- 
tem of primary education which shall be 
free to all, and which shall tend to fit the 
people for the duties of citizenship and for 
the ordinary avocations of a civilized com- 
munity. This instruction should be given in 
the first instance in every part of the islands 
in the language of the.people. In view of 
the great number of languages spoken by 
the different tribes, it is especially impor- 
tant to the proseprity of the that 
a . of communication may be 
establis „ and it is obviously desirable 
that this medium should be the English 
language, Especial attention should be at 
once given to affording full opportunity to 
all the people of the islands to acquire the 
use of the English language. 

It may be well that the main changes 
which should be made in the system of 
taxation and in the body of the laws under 


which the people are governed, except such 


changes as have already been made by the 
military government, should be relegated to 
the civil government which is to be estab- 
lished under the auspices of the commission. 
It will, however, be the duty of the com- 
mission to inquire diligently as to whether 
there are any further changes which ought 
not to be delayed; and if so, it is au- 
thorized to make such changes, subject to 
your approval. In doing so it is to 
bear in mind that taxes which tend to penal- 
ize or repfess industry and enterprise are to 
be avoided; that provisions for taxation 
should be simple, so that they may be under- 
stood by the people; that they should affect 
the fewest practicable subjects of taxation 
which will serve for the general distribution 
of the burden. 

“The main body of the laws which reg- 
ulate the rights and obligations of the people 
should be maintained with as little inter- 
ference as possible. made should 
be mainly in procedure, and in the criminal 
laws to secure speedy and impartial trials, 
and at the same time effegtive administra- 
tion and respect for individual rights. 

In dealing with the uncivilized tribes of 
the islands the commission should adopt the 
same course followed by Congress in per- 
mitting the tribes of our North American 
Indians to maintain their tribal organization 
and government, and under which many of 
those tribes are now living in peace and 
contentment, surrounded by a civilization to’ 
which they are unable or unwilling to con- 
form. Such tribal governments should, how- 
ever, be subjected to wise and firm regula- 
tion; and, without undue or petty interfer- 
— yp mage and effort should be 

o prevent barous tices 
and introduce civilized customs. 8 8 


Must Respect Personal Rights. 

A Upon all officers and employees of the 
United States, both civil and military, should 
be impressed a sense of the duty to observe 
not merely the material but the personal 
and social rights of the people of the islands, 
and to treat them with the same courtesy 
and respect for their personal dignity which 
the people of the United States are accus- 
tomed to require from each other. 

“Tie articles of capitulation of the City 
of Manila on the 18th of August, 1898, con- 
cluded with these words: , 

This city, its inhabitants, its churches 
and religious worship, its educational estab- 
lishments, and its private property of all 
descriptions are placed under the special 
safeguard of the faith and honor of the 
American army.’ 8 

I believe that this pledge has been faith- 
fully kept. As high and sacred an obligation 
rests upon the government ot the United 
States to give protection for property and 
life, civil and religious fréedom, and wise, 
firm, and unselfish guidance in the paths 
of peace and prosperity to all the people 


of the Philipping Islands. I charge this com- 


mission to labor for the full perforfhance of 
this obligation, which concerns the honor 
and conscience of the country, in the firm 
hope that, through its labors all the in- 
habitants of the Philippine Islands may come 
to look back with gratitude to the day when 
God gave victory to American arms at Ma- 
nila and set their land under the sovereignty 
and the protection of the people of the 
United States. McKINLEY.”

Notwithstanding the heavy cutting of 
freight rates by some of the Chicago east- 
bound roads, shipments continue to be un- 
usually light. Last week’s shipments of 
flour, grain, and provisions from Chicago 
to the East by the all rail lines were a trifle 
less than those for the week previous. The 
worst feature of the situation is that a few 
roads get away with the bulk of the busi- 
ness. e Erie continues to carry more 
grain than any of the other roads. It has 
been doing this for more than two months.

Orders were issued last week that the 
rates must be restored to tariff, but as many 
of the roads have made contracts at low 
rates that cannot be disposed of in less than 
a month, it is not likely that any of the 
roads will charge higher rates than they 
do now before the elose of navigation.

National WholesaleDruggists’ 
Association Assembles for 
Important Action. 


ASK REPEAL OF WAR TAX 


Merchants Will MemorializeCon- 
| gress, Claiming State Inspec- 
tion Injures Trade. 


mehr HUNDRED DELEGATES 


The twenty-sixth annual canvention of the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ association 
| will convene at the Auditorium Hotel this 
morning. It is expected that 800 delegates 
will be present, and that, with the influence 
of practically the entire drug trade of the 
eountry, sufficient pressure will be brought 

induce Congress to adopt radical legis- 
lation to improve the trade. 

The enactment of a national pure drug law, 
to be urged by the convention, will be an 
attempt to regulate the inspection and sale 
of drugs by a genera! law, instead of, as at 
present, by the laws of the various States. 
A memorial will be prepared for Congress 
embodying the claims of the druggists that 
the present State laws conflict and injure 
the interstate drug trade. Modification of 
the war stamp tax also will be urged. 

The convention will open in the clubrooms 
of the Auditorium Hotel at 10 a.m. At the 
same time-the Proprietary Association of 
America will open its convention to act in 
conjunction with the druggists. The two 
organizations will represent 800 of the lead- 
ing wholesale druggists of the country. The 
business of the associations will be taken 
up at the sessfén beginning at 2:30 o'clock 
this afternoon. Before the adjournment on 
Friday the associations expect to have a 
committee on its way to Washington to 
present their projects before the Congres- 
sional committees. 


Want Uniform Inspection Laws. 


The druggists’ plans have been in prep- 
aration by a special committee in Chicago 
for several months. George P. Engelhard, 
chairman of the committee, said the con- 
vention will be the most important the drug- 
gists ever held. At present nearly every 
State has a law regulating the manner of 
inspecting drugs,“ said Mr. Engelhard. 
The result has been that there are a mul- 
titude of standards, and a wholesaler doing 
business from Chicago or New York has 
to conform with two or three different laws 
in every section of the country. What we 
want to do is to place the regulations for 
the sale of drugs under a law which will be 
the same in all parts of the country. Then 
one medicine or drug salable in one State 
Will be salable in any other. The association 
‘also protests against the continuance of the 
war revenue law. The druggists regard the 
present rate as exorbitant. The prescribed 
rate of 2% per cent an the retail value of 
drugs is equivalent to 4 per cent on the gross 
sales. This is a fixed, remorseless tax, exacted 
regardless of business profits or losses. The 
drug trade of the country is being retarded 
by many conflicting and unjust laws, and 
the purpose of the conventions of the two 
associations will be to modify them.”

Her “Master Christian” Is in Bad 
Taste and Borders Closely on the 
SacriJegious—It Is a Tirade Against 

1 Particular Churck and Abounds 
in Raw Melodrama—Novel Is One 
That Probably Will Be Widely Dis- 
cussed Because of Daring Features. 


ELODRAMA, mysticism, and bad 
taste are the chief features of Marie 
Corelli's new sensational novel, 
“The Master Christian,“ published 
by Dodd, Mead & Co. The book is 

an attack on Roman Catholicism, and its 
primary object—after that of notoriety—is tu 
warn the Anglican Church to shun Roman 
influences. Miss Corelli was educated in a 
convent, but she uses her knowledge of 
Catholicism only in portraying real or imag- 
mary evils. The 600 closely printed pages 
of her book are not made up of knowledge, 
like Zolas Rome,“ nor have they any 
trace of the literary ability shown in Hall 
Caine’s The Christian.“ The religious 
part of the story is merely denunciation of 
what the author imagines to be the evils of 
the church she is attacking, delivered in 
the customary Corelli style of ranting, and 
tricked up with all the sensational claptrap 

gJmaginable. 

The nature of the book may be surmised 
from the fact that Christ is one of the | 
characters, though it is a novel of the present 
day. The working of a miracle is one of the 
earliest incidents in the story, and a sensa- 
tional scene in which the character repre- 
senting Christ is denounced by the Pope asa 
tramp of the streets is probably regarded 
Dy the author as the dramatic climax, of 

* her effusion. | 

The book is one that jars on the religious 
Sensibilities, irrespective of creed. Its char- 

\ @cters are unnatural puppets, that do all 
Sorts of improbable things. It will un- 

“doubtedly be talked about on two conti- 
Hients, and. will please such readers as like 
Miss Corelli's lurid style, but if the same | 
book had been written by an unknown au- 
thor it would pass unnoticed among the 
crude tirades to which it belongs. | 


The central figure in this chaotic muddle 
is supposed to be Cardinal Bonpré, a French 
priest from a rural district, who appears 
at Rouen and later goes to Paris and Rome, 
carrying the action of the story thither with 
him. Bonpré embodies all that is good in 
Miss Corelli's idea of Christianity, while the 
Other priests who figure in her pages embody 
the sins and crimes on the calendar. The 

Cardinal is treated with sneers from 
lis fellow-ecclesiastics, and when he cures 
@ cripple by prayer he becomes an object 
@f suspicion. In the meantime, he has 
adopted a waif named Manuel, who is ut- 
terly alone in the world. The boy, who goes 
with him everywhere and speaks words of 
Wisdom, is meant to represent Christ, and, 
etter figuring throughout the story in vari- 
dus sensational sgenes he is made to disap- 
pear in a melodramatic cilmax. 

Cardinal Bonpré falls under increasing per- 
secution because he practices genuine Chris- 
tianity. He fs present at a sensational scene 
im which a man attempts to assassinate a 
priest because the latter is his father. The 
Priest avows his sin and protects the would- 
be assassin, and Cardinal Bonpré helps to 
reconcile the twotoeach other. For this act 
he falls under the displeasure of the Vatican, 
and by the time the story ends the good Car- 
dinal has been excommunicated and both 
he and Manuel have been driven from Rome. 

The secular strands to the story are as 
worthless from a literary standpoint as the 
religious parts. The whole book is a hope- 

Jess hodge-podge of melodrama and relig- 
fous disquisitions, with no dramatic unity. 
The burden of the love story seems to be 

Miss Corelli's well-worn antagonism to the 

masculine half of mankind. Her heroine is 

an artist named Angela, who is engaged to 
be married to a man named Varillo, also an 
artist. Angela paints a picture of Christ 

Which is of such transcendent beauty that 

When Varillo sees it he instantly stabs his 

Sweetheart to death, in order to claim the 

picture himself. His masculine pride cannot 

tolerate the thought that a woman has creat- 

a masterpiece.

As a mild example of Miss Corelli's melo- 
dramatic powers one may cite a duel scene 
in which an actor named Miraudin and a 
Marquis named Fontenelle kill each other 
in @ fight over one of the women in the book.

Spain has its Escurial, and even Russia 
has the fortress church of St. Peter and St. 
Paul, near the mouth of the Neva, where 
all the members of the House of Romanoff 
have been entombed since the days of Peter 
the Great. In Denmark there is that queer 
old cathedral church of Roeskild, over 1,000 
years old, the resting place of all the rulers 
and famous personages of Danish history, 
some of the Kings and Queens being en- 
tombed in a perpendicular position in the 
center of the great brick column supporting 
the nave of the ancient fane. 

But in Germany there is nothing of the 
kind. Prussia's rulers are buried here, there, 
and everywhere, some at Charlottenburg, 
others at Potsdam, while there are few 
people who could tell you today where are 
buried the remains of old Field Marshal 
Blucher, and of the heroes of the war of 
liberation and of the seven years’ war. Bis- 
‘marck himself, the creator of the new Ger- 
man Empire, lies in a mausoleum hidden 
away in the Sachsenwald. 

| 

While there is no doubt that Berlin ts 
lacking in a national Walhalla, or resting 
place for the most illustrious dead of the 
German Empire, yet the project of thg 
Kaiser to build sacred fane that would 
constitute the counterpart of the Pantheons 
of Rome and of Paris, as well as of the West- 
minster Abbey and the St. Paul’s Cathedral 
of London, meets with no énd of opposition 
on the part of the German press and of the 
people. 

In the first place, the strongest kind of ob- 
jections are raised to the methods which 
the Emperor contemplates employing for 
the purpose of obtaining the funds requisite 
for the enterprise—namely: a lottery—and 
then, too, the people of the non-Prussian por- 
tion of the empire see no reason whatso- 
ever why any German Pantheon should be 
erected on the banks of the Spree rather 
than in some other city, declaring that the 
Kaiser's pretension in the matter is merely 
another effort on his part to subordinate 
the prestige of the southern states fo Prus- 
sia, and to increase the impresssion abroad 
that the sovereigns of the non-Prussian 
states are the vassals of the King of Prus- 
sia instead of being his allies. 

It was this jealousy of Prussia on the part 
of the south German states that compelled 
Prince Bismarck to establish the Supreme 
Court of the empire at Leipzig rather than 
at Berlin, and the same sentiments which 


the great Chancellor and of the founder 
of the German Empire in the matter are 
likely to stand in the way of the realization 
of Emperor William’s project for the con- 
struction at Berlin of a pantheon for the 
German Empire. 

Even Prussians object to the scheme, de- 
claring that while living a great statesman 
or soldier may belong to his sovereign and to 
his country, he belongs to no one but his 
family as soon as death has put an end to 
his service to Kaiser, Koenig, und Vater- 
land.“

Meanwhile there is in progress in the 900 
year old cathedral at Speyer a Series of ex- 
cavations of profound archeoldgical and his- 
torical interest. The cathedral, which was 
completed some forty years prior to the 
Norman conquest of England, contains the 
remains of at least eight German Emper- 
ors and their consorts, the most important 
of them being Emperor Rudolph, founder of 
the imperial sovereign house of Hapsburg. 
At the time of the French invasion in 1680, 
when the cathedral was partially destroyed 
by the French troops, several of the im- 
perial tombs were known to have been rifled 
in the hope of discovering treasures and 
jewels which were believed to have been 
buried with the monarchs. Partially re- 
stored during the eishteenth century the 
cathedral was once more reduced to the 
condition of a ruin by the French at the 
time of their invasion of Germany in 1704, 
and they used it for stabling their horses 
and for the storing of their hay and fodder. 
The cathedral was once more restored and 
reconsecrated by orders of King Maximilian 
of Bavaria, while his successors added to its 
decorations and splendor. But no attempt 
was made to investigate the condition of the 
imperial tombs until three weeks ago, when 
a careful search was instituted. 

This has brought to light the fact that only 
three imperial tombs of minor importance 
were broken open and rified by the French 
in the seventeeth century, their failure to 
discover any treasure having presumably 
discouraged*them from pursuing their Shoul- 
ish enterprise. The tombs of all the eight 
Emperors, including that of Rudolph of 
Hapeburg, have been found untouched, and 
the remains, after having been examined and 
photographed, have been reéntombed. While 
the bones had partially crumbled to pieces, 
the hair, as well as the Gicilian silken 
fabrics in which the remains have been 
— as well as jewels, crowns, and 
swords, were found virtually unto 
the hand of time. F
